It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The proposed amendment to independent claim 1 was discussed. Martin Lerner made the point that the amendment 
to the Specification and independent claim 1 could constitute new matter, and may not be the best way to proceed. 
Ben Urcia cited Page 1 1 , Lines 3 to 8 of the Specification, where it was stated that the start and end of a song was not 
known, and the invention provided a solution on how to determine a beginning and an end. Mr. Urcia noted that Logan 
et at. appeared to disclose only that the beginning and end of a song was determined from attributes downloaded with 
an identification signal. (Column 9, Lines 7 to 26) Martin Lerner agreed that Logan et al. apparently suggested 
downloading of attribute signals instead of generating them from broadcast signals, as attributes also concerned song 
and album titles. (Column 10, Lines 9 to 20; Column 13, Lines 38 to 58) Martin Lerner further noted that Applicant's 
disclosed invention appeared to operate on a segment-based technique for combining good segments from two or 
more broadcast signals, and eliminating bad segments, where a first good segment of a first signal was spliced 
together with a different second good segment of a second signal to improve signal quality. By contrast, Logan et al. 
only provided for combining multiple recordings to improve the signal-to-noise ratio, but does not splice together good 
segments and delete bad segments. (Column 12, Line 66 to Column 13, Line 15) 
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
